Speaker Byrns predicted that the 
enactment of President Roosevelt's 
program for federal inheritance, 
higher gift taxes, higher graduated 
corporation income taxes, and in- 
creased individual income taxes on 
incomes over $1,000,000, will keep 
congress in session for another two 
months.
